I. DESCRIPTION 


At 1545 EST, the Asstetant Director of Security at the Savannah River 
Project observed a silver crescent-shaped object visually from the ground for 
& period of one hour. This object was at a very high altitude, and very little 
lntormattion waa obteined through interrogation of the observer. 


A Detachment of the 727th AC&W Squadron at Congaree, South Carolina, was 
notified a9 s result of the above visual aichting. They picked wo an unidenti- 
fied plot on their AN/APS~-5 type radar at L707 EST that was approximately 65 
mlies southwest of (ongaree over the Savannah River Proj2ct. The Air National 
Guard wes notified with the result that an F-51 type alreraft was airborne withalis 


five minutes. The alrcraft attemoted lateeeestiin until 1/725 EST when the blip

faded northweat of Congaree. The F-51 returned to its base.

with negative resul*a There is a time lapse between all three sightings 
(ground visually at the Gavanneah River Project to the Congaree sighting was 
22 minutes, and from “.« Congaree sighting to the Camden sizhting was 27 minutes), 
causing some doubt as to whether the three sightings were connected with the sane 
object. There was reaily not encugh information contained in the report con- 
cerning the sighting at the Savannah River Project. For the observer to see 
an object for that long a period, it would have to be traveling at a very sicw 
rate of speed and at a very high altitude for the object stayed overhead for th
